NEW YORK, Jan. 26 nteutersV 
— British Prime Minister Harold 
Wilson tonight proposed a new 
kind of partnership between Brit- 
ain and the United states aimed 
at resolving social and human 
problems fa the 1070s. 

Recalling that the phrase "spe- 
cial relationship" is often used to 
summarize Anglo-American affairs, 
Mr. Wilson said such a description, 
with its wartime connotations, is 
becoming out of date. 

(But, be said, toe British people 
today offers the American people 
a new type of special relationship 
— u a special relationship for the 
1970s . . ^ a special relationship 
arising out of joint determination 
to help each other, and to join 
with others fa tackling pressing 
urban and social problems." 

Mr. Wilson said these are prob- 
lems faced by all advanced indus- 
trial countries— toe blight of urban 
decay fa affluent societies, pollu- 
tion of toe environment, youth and 
violence, poverty and slum housing. 

His 7th Visit 

Mr. Wilson was speaking to a 
foundation on automation and em- 
ployment Just before leaving for 
Washington on his seventh visit to 
the American capital since be- 
coming prime minister in October, 
1964. 

Referring to his prospective talks 
with President Nixon, toe prime 
minister followed up his emphasis 
on the problems of the new decade 
by saying: 

"This weds, it is not the organ- 
ization of power blocs we Shall be 
discussing. It is the organization! 
of social power to mobilize social 
resources to overcome social evils.”: 

He did not suggest ways of im- 
plementing toe new partnership 
except by stressing the common 
nature of problems and by saying 
that the two countries should com- 
pare notes and compare progress. 

On International issues, the 
prime minister placed Nigeria first 
among world problems including 


poverty, economic and financial 
questions, war and disarmament. 

Mr. Wilson arrived here today 
from Ottawa. He held talks with 
United Nations Secretary-General 
U Thant on the situations in 
Nigeria and thc Middle Essl. 

In Ottawa toe British prime 
minister had talks last night and 
today with Canadian Prime Minis- 
ter Pierre Trudeau. He faced a 
barrage of questions about Nigeria 
when he held a press conference 
before flying to New York. 

But he said he did not want to 
make any detailed comment while 
the British House of Commons is 
debating thc subject, and refused 
to go beyond his remarks to Par- 
liament last week and thc report 
which his special envoy. Lord 
Hunt, gave him after visiting 
Nigeria.

day to drop a $54.5 million allot- 
ment for jet planes for Nationalist 
China in reaching final agreement 
on a £1.5 billion foreign-aid bill. 

In December, the conferees decid- 
ed to keep this money in the bill, 
but the Senate voted to reject the 
measure because of the planes for 
Taiwan. 

At the new conference today, the 
House delegation agreed to elimi- 
nate the Item. 

The final measure, smallest for- 
eign-aid appropriation in mary 
years, is expected to be sent to 
President Nixon later this week. 

It is the last of the 14 money 
bills needed to run the govern- 
ment in the current fiscal year, 
which began last July 1.

NEW YOKE, Jan. 26 OTTO.— 
Federal authorities have' sub- 
poenaed the "out-takes," or un- 
used- portions, of a television pro- 
gram dealing . with . the Black 
Panthers in the United States 
including an interview with their 
leader, .Edridge Cleaver, now liv- 
ing in Algeria, Richard S. Salant, 
president of the Columbia Broad- 
casting. .

The broadcast was carried Jan. 6 
in the series known as “60 Minutes.” 
Within 46 hours two men, identify- 
ing' themselves as from ■the gov- 
ernment, left a subpoena with Mr.

Court Forbids Draft Boards 
To declassify War Protesters 


By Robert Siner 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.— The 
Supreme Court ruled today that 
local draft boards may not reclassify 
students with valid deferments for 
protests against the draft and the 
war in Vietnam. 

In a 6-2 ruling. Justice Hugo L. 
Black; speaking for the court, said, 
“We do not find any indication 
that Congress intended to allow the 
draft boards to deprive otherwise 
qualified students of their defer- 
ments” for opposing the war. 

The high court also said that 
those who axe reclassified by local 
boards appeal their reclassifi- 
cation in the courts in a civil suit 
prior to induction. 

Previously the law had given a 
draftee no recourse but to refuse 
indudion and - subject himself to 
criminal prosecution or to mhmit 
to induction and then try to get out 
afterward through a habeas corpus 
proceedi n g. 

Deferment Spelled Out 

- The court also said that student 
deferments are spelled, out in the 
Selective Service Act and that the 
law “did not specifically provide or 
In any. way. indicate that such de- 
ferred status could be denied be- 
cause the .registrant .failed to pos- 
sess his registration certificate.” 

The ruling complemented a deci- 
sion last week in which the court 
held that those classified 1-A could 
not have their induction acceler- 
ated for breaking draft regulations. 
The Supreme Court said then that 
only the courts could punish those 
who violated the draft laws. 

The ruling today bars local boards 
from reclassifying any deferred 
person, as p unishme nt for breaking 
draft rules. . 

- Chief Justice Warren E. Burger 

and Justice Potter Stewart dissent- 
ed, from the'bourt opinion that local 
boards do not have the power to 
reclassify, but agreed that a regis- 
trant had the right to appeal his 
re classification In a. civil suit with- 
out haying to refuse induction or 
goii^.uxiiifmm. r '. . 

Georgia Rufing Upheld . 
m another action today, the high 
court upheld a Georgia court ruling 
turning; a city park willed to the 
city of Macon, Gsl, back to the 
heirs to prevent it from being 
Integrated. 

In a 5-2 decision, the court said 
that since the park was given to 
the' city under provisions that ft 
be used by whites only, it may be 
tamed back -In. deference to the 
wishes of the benefactor that it 

nqt_be integrated.

for the majority, said, “The loss

“This aspect of -freedom of testa- 
tion, like most things, has its ad- 
vantages and disadvantages.

Asked what was tbe main rea- 
son Mr. Nixon was going to veto 
the appropriation. Mr. Ziegler sai-r: 

“He feels the appropriation is 
inflationary, excessive and mis- 
directed.” 

Congress has been on notice 
for weeks of Mr. Nixon's veto 
intentions. The first action on 
the attempt to overside the veto 
Is expected in the House Wednes- 
day. 

Education Lobbyists Active 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26 (NYT>. 
—A carefully primed lobbying 
machine moved into high gear to- 
day In an effort to prod Congress 
to override President Nixon's im- 
pending veto. 

The lobbyists are not professional 
political arm-twisters. They are 
school superintendents and college 
financial aid directors, librarians 
and educational equipment manu- 
facturers. 

But they have been brought to 
town by the professionals— a coali- 
tion of the powerful national 
education and labor organizations 
—and they have been coached by 
men with years of experience in 
influencing congressional decisions. 

The House set the stage for the 
expected veto by routinely approv- 
ing today in a voice vote an 
amendment that the Senate bad 
tacked onto tbe bill. The amend- 
ment did not affect the proposed 
total appropriation, which is $1.1 
billion above the President’s recom- 
mendation. 

From Every State 

These amateur lobbyists arrived 
here by the hundreds over the 
weekend from every state and 
nearly every congressional district 

At a briefing session yesterday 
in the Rayburn House Office 
Building, several hundred of the 
educators were given a pep talk, 
and the overall strategy was out- 
lined.

After the Nixon administration 
disclosed an education budget last 
spring that sliced many education 
programs far below their authoriz- 
jed level, the professional lobbyists

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NASA to Launch Spacecraft 
To Test Ion Engine in Orbit 


■WASHINGTON, Jan. 25 CAF>/- 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration expects to 
launch a spacecraft soon to test 
the operation of electron-bom- 
bardment Ion engines, which may 
be used in the future to push 
space probes to distant planets. 

The first successful test of an 
Ion engine in space was made In 
July. 1964. In a sub-orbital flight. 
That speoecraf t was named Sert- 
1 {Space Electric Rocket Test'). 

Sert-2 win provide the first 
orbital test of electron-bombard- 
ment ion engines. 

"Potentially More Efficient* 

"Ion engines produce tiny 
amounts of thrust but are poten- 
tially more efficient in space than 
either chemical or nuclear rocket 
engines,'* NASA said. 

"The Sert-2 engines generate 
thrust by ionizing a vaporized 
propellant, mercury, electrically 
accelerating the ions, neutralizing 
these ions and expelling them at 
extremely high speeds — of the 
order of 50,000 miles per hour," 
NASA said. 

Because the mass of the pro- 
pellant. or ions, being expelled 
from the engine is very small, the 
resulting thrust Is very low. it 
said. But that thrust can be more 
than ample for refining the orbits 
or satellites and. when operated 
continuously for long periods, could 
propel spacecraft on distant mis- 
sions. 


Sert-2 will be launched from a 
test range In California by a Thor- 
Agena-P booster. The test rocket 
will be placed in a circular orbit 
621 statute miles above the earth. 

One of its ton engines will be 
test-operated continuously for about 
six months. Later a second engine 
Iwill be tested. 

The Sert-2 solar panel, which 
produces electricity from sunlight, 
will be the largest ever flown on a 
NASA "fttehite Two arrays Will 
measure 5 by 19 feet and contain 
a total of 33,300 solar cells.

NEW DSLHX, Jan. 26 (API.— Two 
men— 350 miles apart— began fasts 
today and mid they would immo- 
late themselves Sunday if their op- 
posing demands were not met. 

Sant (saint) Fateh Singh, a Sikh 
religious leader, was fasting in Am- 
ritsar as the four-year-old dispute 
between Punjab State and the 
largely Hindu Haryana State oyer 
the exclueive use of the city of 
Chandigarh as a capital moved to- 
ward a climax. 

The Sant has threatened Immola- 
tion— for the third time In four 
years — unless the city is handed 
over to the Sikh- dominated Punjab 
State. 

In New Delhi, K.TC. Toofan, Ha- 
ryana leader of the tiny Forward 
Bloc party, began a fast outride 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi's 
residence, saying he would put him- 
self to the torch seven hours ahead 
of the Sant Sunday, If Mrs. Ga n d h i 
did not award the city to Haryana. 

Reports Indicated that Mrs. Gan- 
dhi. who had originally favored 
dividing the city, was leaning to- 
ward giving all or most of it to 
Punjab, but did not want to act 
with threats hanging over her for 
fear it would lead to similar threats 
on other issues. 

The struggle for the city, built 
under the supervision of the late 
architect Le Corbusier 18 years ago 
lias been going on since 1966, when 
Punjab was split to farm separate 
states for the Punjabi-speaking 
Sikhs and the Hindi-speaking 
Hindus. Chandigarh was declared 
a federal territory to serve as capi- 
tal of both states. 

Since then the city has been in 
the center of controversy, largely 
initiated by the Sikhs. 

The current crisis began build- 
ing up last November, when Mrs. 
Gandhi said she would announce a 
final decision before the budgetary 
session of Parliament opens Feb. 20 

In Amritsar, the Sant loued a 
statement denying he was trying 
to threaten or pressure the govern- 
ment, claiming he was only fulfill- 
ing a promise made three years 
ago. During the day protests flared 
throughout Punjab. In Amritsar 
Riirhs held up several trains.

JERUSALEM, Jan. 26 (NYT*. — 
The National Religious part? de- 
clared last night that it would 
resign from the government coali- 
tion unless a law was introduced 
in parliament reverting the High 
Court decision of Friday on who 
is a Jew.

14 Newsmen Die 
In Mexico Crash 


MEXICO CITY, Jan. 26 (UFD 
President Gustavo Dias Ordaz sent 
condolences today to families of 
14 nationally known newsmen killed 
In a plane crash yesterday while 
covering tbe presidential election 
campaign.

Opinion in Israel has sharpened 
over the issue, which was raised 
Friday when the court decided In 
favor of lit.

The Shalite wanted their children 
registered as Jews by nationality, 
but with no religious affiliation. 

The ultimatum by the National 
Religious party was accepted as no 
idle threat by Israelis, who recall- 
ed the party's resignation from the 
1958 coalition after an administra- 
tive attempt had been made to 
widen the definition of Jewishness 
to the purposes of registration. 

The government discussed the 
controversial court decision at its 
weekly cabinet meeting yesterday 
and decided to hold a full debate 
on the issue at a special session on 
Thursday. Premier Golds Meir. 
suffering from a cold, was not 
present yesterday. 

There were indications that Re- 
ligious party members would find 
some support In the dominant 
Labor party to corrective legisla- 
tion on the basis that the court's 
decision presented an unacceptable 
change in the status quo. 

According to political experts, the 
threat of a fight wtth tbe Religious 
party will probably be a decisive 
factor in the government’s seeking 
to amend the court's decision, and 
In obliging it to act quickly.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26 (NTO. 
—The United states took Its first 
major action Saturday to support 
efforts of the United Nations to 
find solutions to the world's po- 
pulation problems. 

Secretary of state William P. 
Rogers and administrator John A. 
Hannan of the Agency for Inter- 
national Development announced a 
pledge of $7.5 million to the Unit- 
ed Nations Fund to Population 
Activities during 1970.. 

The pledge will meet half of the 
UN's goal of $15 million this year 
and was unuto on the condition 
that other members contribute the 
remaining half.

Yevgeni Loginov, 
said aircraft for 300 to 500 pas- 
sengers will be in service “in the 
co m i n g years.” He gave no details 
but appeared to be hinting tbe Rus- 
sians were developing their own 
equivalent of the Boeing-747 jumbo 
jet. 

The Russians have a giant mil- 
itary transport,, the AN-22, which 
it is claimed can carry over 700 
passengers an two decks. The huge 
turboprop aircraft were used to 
pour troops and airmobile equip- 
ment into Czechoslovakia to 1368. 

The AN-22 is not known to exist 
in a civil version, but designers 
have been reported working on an 
airbus version that could carry 350 
passengers and a large amount of 
cargo.

Dr. Blake told the meeting: 'The 
fact that two thirds of the world's 
family continues to suffer from in- 
justice and underdevelopment to a 
world of plenty is a moral out- 
rage. 

“The vision that beckons the 
churches to move forward in the 
concern for development is the 
vision of the one human family.”

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The Mansfield Fallacy 




The debate between Sen. Mansfield and 
Under secretary of State Ell i ot Richardson 
has clarified some of the issues raised by 
the majority leader’s revived resolution call- 
ing: for a "substantial” cutback of American 
troops in Europe. 

That resolution's sponsorship by 51 of the 
100 Senate members stems primarily from 
one question senators are asking: if the wax 
in Southeast Asia can be "Vletnamized,” why 
cant defense in peacetime across the At- 
lantic be "Europeanized"? President Nix- 
on’s State of the Union speech seems to 
extend the Guam doctrine — calling on allies 
to take on more of a role In their own 
defense while the United States does less — 
from Asia to the rest of the world. Yet Mr. 
Richardson, speaking for the administration, 
has excluded immediate or substantial force 
cuts in Europe. 

The reason is clear. The overinvolvement 
of U.S. military forces In Southeast Asia, an 
area where American interests are less than 
vital, has been a tragic error— and a failure. 
That failure should be liquidated In an 
orderly fashion. 

But in Europe vital American interests are 
involved. The American military presence, 
which has resulted in no casualties, has not 
been a failure but a success. It has helped 
to maintain the peace not only far Europe 
but for the United States. 

* * * 

Sen. Mansfield himself insists that he 
does not propose to reduce the American 
military commitment to NATO; he asserts 
that a Shift of forces back to the United 
States "can be made without adversely 
affecting either our resolve or our ability 
to meet our commitment.” He argues that 
the troops can always be flown back to 
Europe in an emergency. 

Previous administrations have made this 
argument to Justify previous troop cuts, but 


how there is a change. The Nixon adminis- 
tration has faced the facts and repudiated 
the thesis that air transport in an emergency 
would permit large numbers of American 
troops to return quickly to Europe. Such 
large forces, Mr. Richardson said, "could not 
carry out their mission with the same ef- 
fectiveness as forces already In place" and 
they would be exposed "to hazards and 
potential confusion." 

Redeployment of substantial forces would 
undermine the credibility of the American 
commitment, weaken NATO's conventional 
defenses significantly and require a strategy 
involving earlier use of nuclear weapons. 
Among the destabilizing effects envisaged 
are a deterioration of confidence In West 
Europe, possible encouragement of Soviet 
adventures and frustration of Bonn’s cur- 
rent efforts to Improve relations with East- 
ern Europe and lay the basis for a European 
Settlement- 

Enlargement of West German forces, the 
only possible source of replacements for 
American troops, would rebound against 
Bonn’s Eastern efforts and "would give pause 
even to some . of Germany’s allies," Mr. 
Richardson has noted. It is in the moves 
toward a political settlement In Europe — 
Including negotiations of mutual force re- 
ductions by NATO and the Warsaw Pact — 
that the best hope lies lor safely reducing 
the American military burden, not in uni- 
lateral reductions that undercut such nego- 
tiations. 

The fundamental fallacy in the Mansfield 
resolution is that It caters to the neo-lsola- 
tionlst emotions set off In the country by 
errors and failures in Vietnam. The United 
States can disengage from Vietnam, difficult 
as that has become, because It should never 
have become militarily Involved there on a 
large scale. It cannot disengage from the 
North Atlantic basin in which it lives. 


. . And Troop Cuts 


Financial pressures, and later the require- 
ments of the Vietnam war, provided the 
original impetus in wishing for troop cuts in 
Europe. But the renewed debate has a very 
different financial base from that involved 
in the reductions that have already cut 
American forces in Europe by one-quarter 
from the peak levels of the last decade. 

Sen. Mansfield's stated objective in his 
proposal to redeploy troops from Europe to 
bases in the United States is to free finan- 
cial resources for urgent domestic needs 
without reducing the American force com- 
mitment to NATO. But this proposal con- 
fuses two kinds of financial burden, the 
gold outflow generated by US. troops abroad 
and their budget cost. Redeployment, as 
Under Secretary Richardson has demonstrat- 
ed, would not cut DA budget costs. Reduced 
expenditures for transatlantic logistics would 
be offset by higher maintenance costs, which 
In Europe are partly defrayed by West Ger- 
many. 

The gold outflow would be reduced by 
redeployment. But this outflow, the original 
spur for the Mansfield resolution and for 
the troop redeployments made in the John- 
son administration, is already substantially 
offset by European arms purchases. And 
the overall U.S. gold outflow no longer is 
the critical problem it once was. 


The best way to reduce the budget costs 
of American troops committed to NATO 
w.ould be to revise the method by which 
Bonn now shares the UB. financial burden. 
Tf Bonn were to pay directly such American 
military costs as base construction, electric 
power and the wages of local labor, it would 
cut American budget costs as well as the 
gold outflow. In the past, American propo- 
sals of this kind were politically unpalatable 
to Bonn because they revived memories of 
"occupation costs.” But there are indica- 
tions now of a change in German attitudes. 


At the sixth American-German conference 
in Bonn Sunday, a high-level group of 
German legislators, diplomats and scholars 
agreed with American senators and former 
diplomats that sharing of American budget 
costs was advisable — and politically feasible 
if accompanied by a long-term UjB. troop 
commitment. 


Washington and Bonn would be wise to 
resume exploration of this project Immedi- 
ately, without awaiting expiration of the 
current "offset" agreement. It would in- 
volve some increase in the West German 
defense budget, but there probably is no 
other way to take the steam out of the 
Mansfield resolution.

Nixon's State of Union Message 


The very emphasis that President Nixon 
placed upon revitalization at home as Amer- 
ica's theme for the 1970s in his State of the 
Union message should add weight In Eu- 
rope to his hopes for a reduction in "our 
Involvement and our presence in other na- 
tions' affairs.” 

This might be called the new Isolationism 
in the same souse that his call for a read- 
justment in relations between Washington 
and the states is his new federalism. He 
wants the states to do more to deal with 
America's problems and he wants America's 
allies to do more to share the defense of 
the free world. 

This Is not a new theme, and Europeans 
are in danger of taking It casually. Europe 
may be America’s first strategic priority, bat 
that does not preclude American withdraw- 
als on a scale that could change the military 
climate dramatically.

President Nixon's first State of the Union 
message was an impressive call to reflect on 
those things which make up the "quality of 
life,” rather than the listing of concrete 
programs which has become usual In this 
annual report by the US. chief executive to 


Congress. Mr. Nixon's version of the Amer- 
ican dream for the 1970s was greeted by the 
members of the legislature with loud ap- 
plause. He struck the right tone to insure 
a nonpartisan success. 

With this message he finally raised the 
national dialogue above the Utter Vietnam 
dispute. Others before him have spoken of 
the need to make American life more beara- 
ble and dignified in the last part of the 
20th century. John F. Kennedy did, and 
Lyndon B. Johnson too. But Nixon is the 
first President to devote an entire State of 
the Union message to this theme. 

Since leading Democrats also recognize the 
urgency of these matters, and since no one 
wishes to fall behind In the battle for a 
“better America,” we may expect that a 
tangible beginning will be made in this 
long-range task. As Mr. Nixon said earlier 
In San Clemente, It Is "cow or never."

If Wishing Could Make It So

A BA, Nigeria.— The Secretary- 
General of the United Nations, 
U Thant, flew into Nigeria the 
other day lor what was described 
as a look' at the relief situation 
after the war. He was tired, so 
he spent the afternoon resting in 
logos. That night he attended a 
dinner. 

The next day he was supposed 
to visit Port Harcourt. which would 
have put him only 50 miles from 
the area a t zeal damage and suf- 
fering. But he canceled that trip 
and, after some morning meetings 
with relief officials, he flew to 
Paris. At the airport he told the 
press that the relief situation was 
well in band and that Nigeria was 
doing a fine job. 

U Thant did not see the 20 -year- 
old girl in A wo -Omamma hospital 
burned all over the breasts and 
legs when she refused to go off 
with six federal soldiers and they 
threw flaming gasoHne over her. 

He did not go into the densely 
populated center of what was Bia- 
fra, around Orlu and Ihlama, and 
discover that people who were 
being fed regularly by relief planes 
into Uli airstrip have had virtually 
no relief food for two weeks. 

He did not interview one of the 
hundreds, probably thousands, of 
penniless refugees who have had 
their few sad possessions— a straw 
mat, a cooking pot— stolen by the 
lmritweipiino d 3d Marine Comman- 
dos occupying the southern portion 
of Blafra. 

He did not talk to any Red Cross 
workers, foreign and Nigerian, 
whose mercy trucks and Land 
Rovers were seized by the same 
marines. 

Perhaps most Important, he did 
not Observe the pervading sense of 
confusion, of disorganization and 

therefore of insecurity, in a land 


where no man knows how he Is 
to get food or where he can look 
for protection against looting and 
tape. 


Acts of Humanity 

There are many »»M.wipiM of 
in the occupied area as 
well as horror stories. A man such 
as Lfe. CoL T.Y. Dsnjuma, of the 
1st Division in Exxugu, is praised by 
Ibos and foreign relief workers for 
many acts of humanity. The 
behavior of 1st Division soldiers in 
the north has been much better 
than that of the Third in the south, 
and nowhere is there the slightest 
rip of mass murder as a policy. 

The picture Is mixed, then. But 
no one with any sense could look 
closely at the scene on this side 
of the Niger without realizing how 
skimpy and chaotic the relief ef- 
fort has been so tar. 

Individual cruelty by men in 
uniform Is hard enough to bear. 
The larger grievance is the sense 
of easy opportunities missed. Where 
are the emergency teams of en- 
gineers to repair roads and bridges? 
Why has lt taken so long to get 
the desperately needed trucks to 
Nigeria that even now hardly any 
new ones have reached the crisis 
area? When thousands of relief 
workers are obviously needed, why 
are a handful of them atm trying 
to do the job? 


All wars produce horror, and the 
Nigerians understandably Insist 
that this postwar crisis Is primarily 
their problem. But the world out- 
side does have a legitimate con- 
cern. 


There are times to be angry. One 
of them is when an International 
civil servant uses bis position to 
suggest that there is nothing to 
worry us in a situation actually 
stinking of human misery. 


Lack of Consistency 

The first philosophical victim of 
any answer to these questions is 
consistency. I asked a leadi n g 
conservative British journalist who 
had been vehemently pro-Biafra 
because of his belief in the doc- 
trine of self -determination, whether 
he would, similarly support self- 
determination for Spanish Basques 
anrt Catalans, who have for hun- 
dreds of years opposed Castilian 
centralism. 

He .answered that he was against 
Basque or Catalan separatism 
because he felt that they would 
create “socialist” governments, turn 
Iberia Into a* Soviet "haven and so 
on and on. Somehow the moral 
principle with which he had 
clothed the Biafran cause had 
been, in- the case of S pa i n , displac- 
ed by political considerations. Or, 
os Mayor Jimmy Walker once said, 
There comes a Mmw in every 
politician's life when he must rise 
above principle.”

The Far East Championship, 
placed last month In Taipei, 
Taiwan, was won convi n ci ngl y 
by the representatives of 
Taiwan. 

Nine teams competed in the 
Fax East event, and the final 
standings were: China, 118 vic- 
tory points; Hong Kong, 101; 
Australia, (the defending cham- 
pions), 81; Indonesia, 84. In 
seventh position was a Vietnam- 
ese team composed of United 
States servicemen. 

The representatives of Taiwan 
used their Precision Club Sys- 
tem to good effect on the dia- 
gramed deal. As in other "strong 
club” systems, the two-club open- 
ing showed a normal opening 
bid, inrfnriTng a club suit at 
least five cards in length. The 
resp onse of four diamonds was 
natural, and crowded the auc- 
tion so effectively that West 
could not readily show his two- 
suited hand. 

Over four hearts from West, 
North made an imaginative bid 
of five diamonds. He judged, 
correctly, that four hearts might 
be made, and that a douhleton 
queen was adequate support for 
the sort of suit that South had 
promised by his bid, 

Xf East had known, that his 
partner held a major two-suiter, 
he would have perhaps con- 
tinued to five hearts, placing 
a high value an his major-suit 
honors. Five hearts would prob- 
ably succeed if South held Hie 
spade king, and if North has 
that card the bid Is still worth- 
while: the frrng is well placed 
for North-South in their own. 
game contract. 

Five diamonds could not be 
defeated, far the defenders had 
no way to maneuver a club rufL 


Instead of the actual lead of the 
spade ace. West’s best lead at 
double-dummy would be a small 
spade. South would have to put 
up the king and find the right 
continuation. 

An immediate spade return 
leaves the declarer in control 
and he makes 'bis game.

IN TRANSIT: AN HEROI-CYCUC 

By Brigid Broptiy . Putnam. 230 pp. S&95, • 
Reviewed by Joyce Carol Oatea 


■ypTRAT Ja depressing about 
W Brtgid Brophy's sixth novel 
is not its echoes of a horde of 
other writers, among them the 
Olympian Joyce, but that the 
echoes are so painfully feeble, 
the bizarre wit of the "avant- 
garde" novel here so hopelessly 
halved, that the reader feels a 
wnd of desperation In his desire 
to come upon something good 
in all these pages — something 
intelligent, something original 
and striking — something. 

Perhaps Miss Brophy’s asides 
to the reader? 

And what of me as narrator? 
What indeed of me as char- 
acter? Am T to remain for- 
ever a spawned but not yet 
hatched, not yet freeawim- 
mlng personality? 

FOr I am imprisoned inside 
this I like the tadpole-pupil 
inside the jelly eye. 

I understand now that it is 
often self-disgust which 
causes suicide. 

But perhaps not. It might be 
better, to concentrate upon what 
seems to be Miss Brophy’s 
"sincere" qualities— 

Sweet monster opera, I am 
in your whirlpool kiss. You 
have sucked me deep into 
your contralto throat, drawn 
me down into identification 
with your characters by your 
sheer liquid expressiveness 
of their emotions. 

I am free of self, delivered 
from what seems the sin- 
fulness but not from the 
delights of selfishness. 

Or is this parody? It is dif- 
ficult to sense when Miss Bro- 
phy is being consciously comic 
(though I suspect the entire 
novel be defended as a 
“comic" novel) ; but I am fairly 
certain that the very ending is 
meant to be a joke; a simple 
line drawing of a fish, with the 
helpful word FIN on its lower- 
most fin. 

But a novel must be about 
something. It cant simply 
establish itself as the sfcream-of- 
consdousness of an argumen- 
tative. clever, modish woman of 
wnYMig age. And so *Tn Transit'’ 
Is “about" an extremely talk- 
ative consciousness, an argu- 
mentative, Clever, modish female 
(male?) who finds herself (him- 
self?! in a vast airport lounge, 
waiting. The allegorical pos- 
sibilities are many, and Miss 
Brophy's blurb writers have not 
hesitated to shake them out for 
us. but' I will resist: Somehow 
one never gets beyond the 
superficial sound of words in 
"In Transit." 

And that is one of the dozens 
of themes that fail to escape 
the “probings of Miss Brophy's 
pen." The problem of language; 
the failure of language; the con- 
fusion of language; language 
as a "given" theme for a modish 
modern novel; language as the 
cause of "linguistic leprosy.” 
Perhaps because of the deter- 
ioration of words in the 
twentieth century we are being 
treated to extremely dull novels 
and plays that celebrate such 
deterioration — and the illustri- 
ous Beckett, the demonic Iones- 


co come most innxfedfetely'f 
mind— as If a natural Ineptaj 
for language, for the beauty^ 
language, were a prerequisite * 
this serious and profound gj 
news. - ^ 

Unfortunately, Miss Bros 
can do nothing with her thM 
except write line after line, 
after page, occasionally tig 
soming out into typography 
tricks and drawings, .leading i 
whimsically through sequent 
which are evidently meant to! 
parodies of other types of ml 
tag. while the hero/her nh^. 
involved In “surrealistic" j - 
ventures that may have eng: 
thing to do with a "quest t ' 
self-recognition" or a “quest j 
form.” * 

The novel ends, or seems 
end, with a catastrophe. Or 
least we are told that such 
happening, or that It seems 
be happening; at any rate i 
novel’s chatty cansckmai 
signs out with a formal gj 
well (“Love of You has, i nu 
to say, decided me to live, j 
I am coming out now, qi 
datively, to and for You— to i 
for, that Is SchollasticaQy 
say. the both of You.") At: 
rate I am certain of the uu 
ing of the fish and of the fi 
lowermost fin: FEN.

'The Phenomenon That Is Euphemistically Called White’ 


By Delos Smith 

TVTEW YORK fUFI).— 1 The way Dr. C. 
-*■ r Loring Brace interprets anthropo- 
logical evidence "the ancestors of ail 
modem men were probably what in 
America today is called black.” 

The interpretation was his part In a 
survey of "The State of the Species,” 
the species being Homo sapiens. His part 
was to trace our origins. 

He got the assignment because he Is 
an anthropologist and -curator of physical 
anthropology at the University of Michi- 
gan. 

Dr. Brace's evidence consists of fossilized 
bones, some "hominid” or near-human, 
ana stone chips used by man-like 
creatures as tools. Some hominid bones 
are believed to be about 4 million years 
okL 

Reasoning from this evidence. Dr. 
Brace suggested that man had his origins 
In Africa over a period of at least 4 
million years and his original coloration 
was established through one of a number 
of "cultural adaptations” that permitted 
him to rise from an ape stage. 

This was the adaptation which allowed 
him to make his main living by hunting 
and devouring other animals. Being a 
primate he was relatively night-blind, 
(primates, including man, are, even now; 
and could hunt only by day. 

That was strenuous for a tropical 
animal and m an "was faced with the 
problem of dissipating metabolicaUy 
generated heat,” Dr. Brace believes. Man 


solved it by evolving "the hairless human 
skin, richly endowed with sweat glands.” - 
But the loss of. hair exposed him ,"to- 
the potentially damaging effect* of the 
ultraviolet, component of tropical sun- 
light” This in turn led to the develop- 
ment of "melanin” which is the natural 
protective pigment that' makes skin black 
or near black. 

This evolutionary process by natural, 
selection, according to Dr. Brace’s calcula- 
tions, was completed a little less than 1 
million years ago. Anthropology is con- 
fused over what to call this creature. Dr. 
Brace called Mm "Pithecantlnbpuie’' man.-

muscularity was the result Manipulat- 
ing tools lessened the stress on the' 
anterior teeth, and the consequent 
reduction of these and their supporting 
bony architecture converted the Neander- 
thal face into the modem form. 

White Phenomenon 


"The conversion of this being into what 
is technically known as Homo sapiens 
requires only the further expansion of the 
brain from the Pithecanthropine average 
of 1,000 cubic centimeters (61 cubic 
Inches) which is actually within the' 
range of modem variation, to the aver- 
age today of 1.400 cubic centimeters (85 
cubic inches),” Dr. Brace said. Fragmen- 
tary fossil evidence suggests that this 
transition had taken place by about 
120.000 years ago. ’ • 

From the emergence of man in his 
Pithecanthropine and then in his Nean- . 
dwthtti form, "human evolution Ti*to been 
characterized by a series of. reductions;” . 
Dr. Brace interpreted. 

"More effective -hunting techniques 
lessened the burden of the hunter's 
physique, and an eventual reduction in 


"Here clothing was developed for sur- 
vival in northern rfwntw. the significance 
of protective skin, pigment was lessened, 
and the consequent reduction produced 
the phenomenon that is euphemistically 
called white,” Dr. Brace said. 

The survey was the enterprise of 
Natural- History, journal of the Amer- 
ican Museum of -Natural History, and was 
a supplement to its January issue. The 
survey editor, Alan P. Ternes, summed up 
Its overall finding s by foreseeing an end 
far Homo sapiens. . 

Man now is becoming an urban species 
and by the year 2000 over half : of its 6 
billion living specimens will be living in 
"hive-like cities,” he said. - - 

"This may ehd the 35,000- year span of 
Homo sapiens and begin the era of Homo 
coviviens, a new communal species that 
would control its reproduction and 
manage its . . . biosphere." 

As for Dr. Brace’s Interpretation, this 
reporter checked three other anthropol- 
ogists for contradictions. Same quibbled 
on detail but all agreed that in. all like- 
lihood the most remote of modem man’s 
ancestors were not white.
